A major feat was accomplished during the 
past few weeks when our Tree Farm and Landscape 
Construction forces moved four very old pines 
from the North-South Road to the Japanese 
Pavilion. In each case the tap root was pro- 
tected by creating a nest consisting of 
railroad ties and soil on the trailer. Every 
precaution was taken to ensure the livability 
of these majestic specimens, including over- 
head mist and applications of Lindane to ward 
off the Pine Bark Beetle. These little 
critters attack healthy trees but the pressure 
of the sap prevents them from causing too 
much damage. A tree under stress, however, 
usually succumbs unless given some assistance 
from man. Candles of new growth are begin- 
ning to thrust forth which indicates they 
are trying their very best to make it. We 


hope that all the TLC and prayers we have 
bestowed on them will give them the will 
to pull through. 





After two years of diligent pruning, 
38 Laurel Oaks and 57 Australian Pines 
finally were transported to their permanent 
home in front of The Land. They will even- 
tually create a two-layered, billowy cloud 
effect which will sweep across both sides of 
the massive building. Precisely numbered 
according to size prior to leaving the Tree 
Farm, they will need several meticulous 
haircuts prior to opening day. With 
Florida's blue skies and white clouds 
reflected in the pavilion's domed roof, 
we will attempt the duplication emanating 
from earth.

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IPM To Be Featured At The Land 


Integrated Pest Management (IPM) will 
be one of the many important concepts to be 
incorporated into the show at The Land. IPM 
involves the combined use of all available 
pest control methods in order to maintain pest 
problems below a predetermined level of damage. 
This "damage threshold" is usually determined 
from an economic point of view. At The Land, 
show quality will also be an important factor. 


Among the control methods considered when 
developing an IPM program are biological, cul- 
tural, chemical, and mechanical controls. The 
use and development of pest-resistant plant 
varieties is also considered. 





Andy Schuerger recently joined our cast 
at The Land. As plant pathologist, Andy will 
be working closely with Fred Petitt to create 
a tailor-made Integrated Pest Management pro- 
gram for the many unique growing areas at the 
pavilion.

Unusual Plant Destined For China Pavilion 
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Corylus avellana "Contorta' 
("Harry Lauder's Walking Stick”) 


To be featured in the landscape of the 
China pavilion at World Showcase, Corylus 
avellana 'Contorta' is a deciduous shrub with 
dramatically gnarled and twisted branches. Its 
distinctive character and form make it a nat- 
ural for our China pavilion where the landscape 
must help portray the endurance and timeless 
beauty of an ancient culture. This Corylus 
species is one of several plants planned to be 
displayed and grown in containers at the 
pavilion. 


Since arriving at the Nursery several 
months ago, our "Harry Lauder's Walking Stick" 
has attracted a great deal of attention. Its 
unusual character has been the subject of much 


interest but its common name as well has sparked 


much curiosity and speculation. On a recent 
tour of the Nursery, Lee David from the Disney 
University set us straight and solved the 
mystery of how this plant got its common name. 


The story of Harry Lauder 
and his walking stick comes not 
from the history of horticulture 
but rather from the history of 
the theatre. Sir Harry Lauder 
was one of the most famous stars 
of the music-hall stage -- first 
appearing in London in 1900 and 
then going on to make numerous 
tours of countries around the 
world including the United 
States. His Irish and Scottish 
humor won him fame on the stage 
and his trademark came to be 
the Scottish garb which he invariably wore 
during his performances. And what did his 
costume include? ...a kilt, a wool hat, and 
-- of course -- a crooked walking stick!
